Dr.  I.  P.  Trotter  resigned  his  pastorate  at  Sar¬ 
dis  last  Sunday,  expressing  it  as  hia  purpose  to 
make  his  home  at  Winona  after  January  1st.  He 
has  been  for  more  than  forty  years  one  of  our 
most  successful  pastors,  and  will  doubtless  still 
make  himself  felt  and  useful  in  some  form  of 
Christian  service. 

In  the  meeting  held  in  Washington  recently  in 
the  interest  of  prohibition  enforcement,  Governor 
Pinchot  of  Pennsylvania  sought  to  put  all  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  failure  on  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  at  the  same  time  urging  that  poli¬ 
tic!  is  standing  in  the  way  of  enforcement.  One 
wonders  if  the  governor  was  not  playing  a  little 
politics  in  this  speech.  No  state  officer  can  divest 
himself  of  responsibility  in  this  matter.  wEvery- 
body  ia  trying  to  “pass  the  buck”  to  somebody 
else  instead  of  attending  to  the  duty  he  was  sworn 
to  perform.  One  speaker  in  this  same  Washing¬ 
ton  conference  held  the  churches  and  religious 
organizations  responsible  for  failure  to  enforce 
the  law.  Churches  have  indeed  a  duty  to  make 
good  citizens,  but  it  ia  a  new  idea  in  America 
that  the  churches  are  to  enforce  the  law.  The 
union  of  church  and  state  ia  not  one  of  the  fun¬ 
damentals  of  Americanism.  W'hatever  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  federal  government  is  responsible 
for  the  enforcement  of  this  law  ought  to  get  on 
the  job  and  stay  there  till  the  work  is  done-  In 
the  meantime  every  decent  citizen  ought  to  sup¬ 
port  the  officers  and  every  state  Bnd  county  offi¬ 
cer  should  do  his  sworn  duty.  The  federal  officers 
in  Miasisaippi  have  made  a  good  beginning  and  a 
good  reputation.

A  FUNDAMENTAL  TO  WORTHY 
KINGDOM  EXTENSION  I

Many  things  are  today  called  fundamental. 
One  of  these  I  wish  to  emphasize  in  this  article. 
The  ona  I  refer  to  is  an  intelligent  study  of  mis¬ 
sions,  a  fundamental  to  worthy  Kingdom  exten¬ 
sion.  Notice  the  word  “worthy”.  Of  course  we 
ran  go  on  Working  and  accomplishing  something 
in  the  way  we  have  been  carrying  on  the  work. 
The  Lord  has  abundantly  blessed  our  efforts. 
But  we  can  never  hope  to  extend  the  Kingdom 
in  a  realty  Worthy  manner  and  in  keeping  with 
our  opportunities  until  our  people  become  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  great  facts  and  fields  of  mis¬ 
sionary  adiffer. 

One  Christian  leader  'has  stated  the  matter 
thus:  “The  main  problem  before  the  Church  is 
the  making  of  the  Church  missionary.  '  It  ia  not 
to  build  up  a  missionary  constituency  in  the 
Church.  It  Is  not  to  secure  the  efficient  mission- 
ary  co-operation  of  specific  groups,  nor  yet  the 
more  effective  organisation  of  overhead  bodies. 
By  these  means  we  may  secure  increasing  funds 
and  achieve  commendable  progress,  but  our  chief 
task  will  not  be  done  and  our  obligation  to  our 
Lord  wilt  not  be  fulfilled  until  we  have  made  the 
Church  millenary.  This  involves  the  spirit  of 
love  and  loyalty  to  our  Lord  Himself  and  so  is 
of  the  essence  of  our  spiritual  life.  No  amount 
of  money,  no  amount  of  zeal  on  the  part  of  a  few, 
no  amount  at  organization  can  atone  for  a  Church 
that  at  haaft  treats  lightly  or  sets  in  a  second 
place  the  last  great  command  of  our  Lord”. 

The  problem  is  the  making  of  the  membership 
missionary; ,  not  a  few,  but  all.  To  do  this  it 
will  be  necessary  to  create  within  the  members 
!e.-p  and  clear  convictions  as  to  missions.  Too 
many  Irak  Upon  missions  as  an  optional  matter 
in  which  they  may,  or  may  not,  participate  ac¬ 
cording  to  their  own  choice.  This,  however,  is 
not  true.  Not  only  is  the  command  imperative 
kand  all-inclusive;  but  the  very  nature  of  Chris- 
Itianity  is  missionary.

WHY  NOT  “REVEREND  SMITH”? 

In  reading  the  Baptist  Record  for  September 
27th,  1923,1  find  on  the  front  page  this  interest¬ 
ing  paragraph: 

“We  pause  from  proof-reading  long  enough  to 
say  that  an  expression  which  we  had  hoped  was 
obsolete  has  bobbed  up  several  times  lately.  It 
is  ‘Reverend  Smith’  or  ‘Reverend  Jones’  or  ‘Rev¬ 
erend  Somebody  Else'.  We  are  not  much  on  the 
‘Reverend’  anyway,  but  if  you  have  to  put  that 
handle  on  anybody's  name,  always  put  in  his 
Christian  name,  or  his  initials  along  with  it,  such 
si  ’Reverend  John  Smith’.  Why  so?  Don’t 
know.  But  that’s  the  way  to  write  It.” 

If  the  able  and  scholarly  editor  of  the  Record 
does  not  know  why  “Reverend  Smith”;  is  bad 
usage  and  not  allowable  It  is  certainly  hazardous 
to  me  to  attempt  to  say  why.  But  "Fools1  rush  in 
where  angels  fear  to  tread.”  As  a  matter  of  fact 
I  am  sure  Doctor  Lipsey  really  knows;  'at  that 
moment  he  was  only  pressed  with  proof  reading 
and  did  not  have  time  to  think. 

The  Title  “Reverend”  4s  an  .adjective  and  can 
never  be  used  as  a  complete  title  in  itself.  “Mii- 
t  r  Smith,”  or  “Doctor  Smith,”  is  good  English 
“Reverend  Smith”  is  horrid.  “Reverend”  as  never 
to  be  used  without  the  Christian  name  oi  initials 
being  followed  by  Mister  or.  Doctor.  We  have 
picked  up  this  wretched  Usage  from  the  colored 
people,  telephone  girls  and  travelaalesmen.  The 
amazing  thing  is  that  It  finds  place  in  so  many 
of  our  Baptist  papers  whose  editors  are  supposed 
to  be  men  of  culture.  I  read  nearly  all  of  the 
Baptist  papers  in  the  South  and  to  my  amaze¬ 
ment  I  find  this  usage  passing  current  in  most 
of  those  that  come  to  m)r  desk.  I  am  glad  that 
even  in  the  midst  of  proof-reading  the  editor  of 
the  Record  stopped  long  enough  to  call  attention 
to  the  matter.  Since  the  days  of  the  lamented 
Eaton  such  things  pass  unnoticed. in  most  of 
the  Baptist  papers.  His  trenchant  pen  often 
called  btx  fellow  editors  to  correct  usage.  The 
sanje  usyd  to  be  true  of  the  cultured  editor  of  the 
$eligtou*  Herald,  Doctor  R.  H.  Pitt.  But  of  late 
he  seems  to  have  lost  the  art,  or  perhaps  the 
task  was'  too.  tedious  and  painful  and  thankless. 

It  seems  like  a  small  matter,  too  sm*|l,  I  dare 
>  say,  for  fur  busy  editors,  pressed  with  the  great 
things  of  the  kingdom,  to,  notice.  But  it  seems 
to  me  thit  our  Baptist  papers  ought  to  be  stand¬ 
ards'  of  dblture  as  .well  as  mediums  of  communi¬ 
cation.  How  often  they  misrepresent  to  the  cul¬ 
tured  classes  the  real  culture  and  strength  of 
the  denomination.  Wisdom  to  the  brain  and 
strength  to  the  good  right  arm  of  the  editor  of 
the  Record  ms  he  presides  over  the  grammar

THE  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST 
CONVENTION  AS  A  SELF-GOVERNING 
BODY 

By  E.  Y.  Mullins,  Pres.,  I/ouisville,  Ky. 

In  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  to 
the  Convention  at  Kansas  City  there  was  a  sec¬ 
tion  defining  the  principles  underlying  the  or¬ 
ganization  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 
The  present  article  will  be  devoted  to  a  brief 
exposition  of  those  principles.  The  Convention 
is  like  every' other  Baptist  body;  it  is  organized 
on  the  voluntary  principle — freedom  and  autono¬ 
my  of  control.  This  voluntary  principle  extends 
all  the  way  up  from  the  individual  Baptist  through 
the  church  and  the  district  association  and  state 
convention  to  all  the  general  bodies.  The  prin¬ 
ciple  implies  that  every  Baptist  body  governs 
itself,  makes  its  own  program,  sets  up  its  own 
standards  and  objectives.  • 

The  organization  of  a  Baptist  body  is  always 
based  on  the  assumption  that  there  is  need  for 
the  work  proposed,  and  the  principles  on  which 
the  body  is  organized  ia  free  and.  voluntary  co¬ 
operation.  No  superior  authority  createi  any 
Baptist  body.  Even  district  associations  are  made 
up  of  messengers  who.  voluntarily  co-operate, 
coming  from  churches  which  freely  and  volun¬ 
tarily  co-operate  with  other  churches.  And  these 
churches  are  made  up  of  individual  men  and 
women  regenerated  by  God's  spirit  who  have  vol¬ 
untarily  entered  into  the  service  of  Christ.  A 
state  convention  or  a  general  convention  is  ex¬ 
actly  like  a  district  association  in  the  principles 
which  govern  it.  There  is  no  authority  in  any 
general  convention  over  any  church  or  district 
association,  and  there  is  no  authority  in  any  dis¬ 
trict  association  over  any  more  general  body. 

Our  Baptist  work  has  grown  to  such  propor- 
t.ons  that  these  relationships  are  in  danger  of 
becoming  confused.  There  are  so  many  mutual 
obligations  and  common  burdens  to  be  borne  that 
it  is  impossible  to  avoid  more  or  less  overlapping. 
The  question  of  what  shall  be  the  particular  work 
of  a  given  Baptist  body  is  determined  by  that 
body  itself.  If  there  should  be  conflict  with  the 
work  of  other  Baptist  bodies,  mutual  adjuatment 
on  a  free  and  voluntary  basis  is  the  only  remedy. 

Now,  in  my  judgment  it  is  of  the  utmost  im¬ 
portance  that  Baptists  remember  these  funda¬ 
mental  principles  in  their  future  work.  As  we 
become  more  closely  articulated  in  Kingdom  ef¬ 
fort,  as  the  relationships  between  different  bodies 
multiply,  as  objectives  are  increased  in  number 
and  importance,  there  will  always  be  a  tendency 
to  forget  the  fundamental  principles  on  which  our 
work  is  organized. 

I  mention  next  one  or  two  of  the  dangers  which 
we  encounter  in  such  a  situation.  One  is  the 
tendency  towards  centralization.  This  always 
proves  injurious  and  sometimes  fatal  to  Baptist 
efficiency.  The  Northern  Baptist  Convention  was 
organized  because  of  discontent  with  the  old  sys¬ 
tem.  Prior  to  its  organization  the  three  or  four 
general  societies  of  the  Northern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  held  separate  meetings  each  year.  Their 
boards  of  managers  made  the  programs,  ap¬ 
pointed  the  speakers,  mapped  out  the  work,  and 
determined  practically  all  important  matters  In 
advance.  The  consequence  was  that  the  meetings 
were  made  up  of  comparatively  small  groups  who 
were  interested  in  the  respective  lines  of  activity. 
Influential  pastors  and  laymen  absented  them¬ 
selves  except  when  they  were  on  the  program. 
The  system  was  alienating  the  interest  and  sym¬ 
pathy  of  the  masses  of  the  people.  It  was  abol¬ 
ished.  The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  al¬ 
ways  been  organized  on  a  different  principle;  but 
it  would  be  equally  fatal  to  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  if  any  particular  group  of  men,  for 
any  reason,  should  become  dominant.  For  ex¬ 
ample,  one  might  name  any  number  of  group*, 
such  as  the  school  men  or  such  as  the  editors  of 
our  papers,  or  such  s  group  as  our  general  sec¬ 
retaries,  or  such  a  group  as  our  state  secretaries. 
If  any  particular  group  of  men  were  dominant 
in  the  life  of  the  body,  it  would  not  be  long  until 


the  interest  of  the  masses  of  our  people  would 
wane.  The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  must 
develop  in  a  Baptist  way  on  principles  of  free  and 
voluntary  co-operation. 

Having  said  this  much,  an  additional  remark 
is  in- order.  We  must  not  forget  the  necessity 
for  leadership  in  our  great  religious  democracy. 

We  must  not  be  so  afraid  of  centralisation  that 
we  shall  refuse  to  take  measures  to  secure  effi¬ 
ciency.  We  are  in  sore  need  of  some  agency  for 
guiding  affairs,  in  the  conduct  of  business  and  In 
the  diffusion  of  information.  But  we  do  not  need 
any  agency  for  this  purpose  which  will  be  clothed 
with  authority.  It  should  not  be  an  agency  ao 
remote  from  the  control  of  the  Convention  that 
it  might  gradually  acquire  autocratic  power.  In 
other  words,  tHe  problem  of  our  democracy  is  to 
create  efficient  committees  and  groups  which  can 
function  successfully  in  guiding  and  leading,  but 
which  will  not  have  power  to  dominate  and  con¬ 
trol.  This  is  no  easy  task,  and  there  will  always 
be  differences  of  opinion  as  to  how  successfully 
it  is  being  done.  But  it  is  certainly  true  that  a 
mighty  host  of  individuals  drifting  along  without 
guidance  will  not  arrive  at  any  very  desirable 
goal.  It  ia  also  true  that  this  great  democracy, 
if  dominated  by  a  group  of  self-seeking  men, 
would  soon  be  shipwrecked.  But  I  believe  there 
is  s  happy  medium  between  these  two  extremes 
such  as  I  have  indicated.  In  a  later  article  I  may 
point  out  more  specifically  what  I  mean. 

Dr.  Dargan  introduced  a  resolution  looking  to 
such  action  some  time  ago,  hut  it  failed  of  adop¬ 
tion.  Perhaps  another  method  may  be  more  suc¬ 
cessful.  Looking  back  over  what  haa  been  said 
about  the  principles  of  organization  and  autono¬ 
my,  I  conclude  this  article  by  pointing  out  throe 
dangers. 

The  first  is  the  danger  of  converting  spiritual 
principles  into  legal  relations.  Baptist  bodies  are 
not  legally  related  to  each  other.  There  Is  noth-  j 
ing  binding  except  in;  the  moral  aenae  as  between  | 
these  various  bodies.  All  of  them  are  loyal  to 
Christ.  The  principle  of  authority  as  between 
these  bodies  must  not  be  introduced.  Recent  cor¬ 
respondence  has  convinced  me,  however,  that 
there  are  intelligent  Baptists  in  this  country  who 
think  in  terms  of  Presbyterianism  rather  than  of 
Baptist  principles  in  defining  the  duties  of  Bap¬ 
tist  bodies.  Men  imagine  that  a  district  associa¬ 
tion,  for  example,  has  authority  to  coerce  •  Ideal 
church;  that  when  a  district  association  has 
reached  a  decision  a  church  which  belongs  to  the 
association  has  no  longer  a  right  to  express  its 
views.  Nothing  could  be  more  absurd.  The  re¬ 
lation  between  the  association  and  the  church  is 
voluntary.  The  church  can  withdraw  at  pleasure. 
Decisions  are  to  be  respected  and  observed  in 
accordance  with  their  conformity  to  truth  and 
right  and  not  in  accordance  with  legal  relations. 

A  second  danger  is  that  we  may  become  pes¬ 
simistic  by  reason  of  current  tendencies.  There 
is  no  occasion  for  pessimism.  The  tendencies 
which  we  sometimes  deplore  are  due  to  our 
growth.  They  are  growing  pain*.  Bad  tenden¬ 
cies  among  Baptists  are  self-corrective.  For  in¬ 
stance,  if  a  church  loses  its  spirituality,  it  dies 
and  gets  out  of  the  way,  and  that  is  very  for¬ 
tunate.  A  big  ecclesiastical  machine  could  easily 
carry  along  a  dead  church.  So  also  a  Baptist 
individual  who  is  reckless  in  his  charges  and  who 
has  slight  regard  for  truth  in  his  references  to 
his  brethren  and  who  takes  pride  in  misrepresent¬ 
ing  the  enterprises  of  the  denomination,  very  soon 
eliminates  himself,  simply  because  he  forfeits  the 
respect  of  his  brethren.  They  pay  no  attention 
to  what  he  says.  This  is  also  true  of  a  Baptist 
paper.  Of  course,  the  power  of  a  bad  paper  is 
great,  because  it  can  be  circulated  far  and  wide. 
But  if  the  motive  of  the  editor  ia  insincere  if  he 
ia  obviously  seeking  notoriety  and  personal  gain, 
if  he  is  reckless  in  hit  charges  and  perpetuates 
false  statements  after  they  are  shown  to  be  false, 
it  is  only  a  question  of  a  little  while  before  the 
brotherhood,  as  we  say  “gets  his  number",  and 
his  paper  ceases  to  wield  any  particular  influence. 
What  we  need  ia  constructive  work  along  high

meetings  for  special  groups,  such  as  wimen  or 
young  people;  or  special  departments]  of  the 
churches'  work  as  Sunday  Schools  or  B.  Y.  P-  U. 
These  are  all  interesting  and  helpful,  but  the 
State  Convention  which  meets  November  13  is  an 
absolute  necessity  to  the  denominational  work. 
The  work  of  the  denomination,  the  organized  work 
of  Missions,  Education  and  Benevolence  cannot 
be  carried  on  without  it. 

It  ia  to  Udt  convention  that  all  departments  of 
Rework  in  our  state  report.  It  is  in  this  convention 
Hhat  all  piaas  and  policies  must  be  initiated,  au- 
y  t  horned  and  directed.  Here  the  denominational 
life  linds  Ra  best  expression.  If  mistakes  are  to 
bo  cerrected,  if  plana  are  to  be  modified  or  in  any 
way  amended,  this  is  the  place  to  do  it.  This 
convention  if  the  only  body  which  can  commit 
the  denomination  to  dhy  plan  or  program  of  work. 

Here  ail  the  boards  are  selected  for  every  de- 
pa  rtmaat  of  work.  The  Convention  Board  which 
supervises  all  the  work  is  appointed  at  this  meet¬ 
ing  The  trustees  for  all  our  colleges,  also  for 
the  orphanage,  hospitals,  and  some  of  the  South¬ 
wide  institutions  sre  selected  here.  Likewise  the 
members  of  the  Education  Commission. 

Thu  ysar  the  denominational  program  for  the 
future  will  some  up  for  discussion.  If  there  are 
differences  of  opinion,  this  is  the  place  to  air 
them.  If  there  are  wrongs  to  right  this  is  the 
place  to  do  it.  Our  State  Convention  is  not  so 
large  that  any  matter  may  not  get  adequate  at¬ 
tention  end  discussion.  It  is  a  free  for  all  Baptist 
meeting.  Now  is  the  time  to  speak  or  forever 
after  hold  your  peace. 

WHO  SHOULD  GO  TO  THE 
CONVENTION 

Of  course  those  directly  responsible  to  the  de¬ 
nomination  for  the  conduct  of  various  institutions 
or  departmauts  of  work,  should  be  there.  They 
ought  to  give  an  account  of  their  stewardship. 
They  ought  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  people  and 
ia  sympathy  with  the  denominational  spirit  and 
program.  No  man  can  fully  serve  the  denomina¬ 
tion  who  Is  not  in  personal  touch  with  the  folks 
who  compost  it,  and  with  the  relationship  of  his 
department  to  every  other  department 

The  pastors  ought  to  go  for  there  is  no  easier 
way  for  a  pastor  to  dry  up  on  the  stem  than  to 
avoid  contact  and  fellowship  with  his  brethren. 
The  pastors  who  are  accustomed  to  attend  may 
not  need  thia  admonition  for  they  will  not  will¬ 
ingly  miaa  any  meeting  of  the  convention.  But 
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there  are  other  pastors  who  have  felt  they  could 
not  afford  the  expense,  or  even  from  a  shrinking 
from  getting  away  from  home,  a  sheer  feeling  of 
timidity,  may  lose  the  great  benefits  to  be  had 
in  these  meetings.  Brother,  if  you  are,  for  any 
reason,  not  in  the  habit  of  going,  let  this  urge 
you  to  shake  the  dust  off  your  shoes  and  your 
minds  and  hit  the  trail  for  Corinth.  Many  a  man 
is  dead  and  dried  up  and  doesn’t  know  it.  The 
efficiency  and  extent  of  your  ministry  depends  on 
getting  your  mind  and  soul  aerated  occasionally. 
Don’t  get  stagnant. 

But  we  are  in  greater  need  of  large  numbers 
of  our  laymen  and  women  at  the  conventions. 
Sometimes  they  say  they  are  too  busy.  Maybe 
you  won’t  be  so  busy  this  fall.  Now  don't  turn 
round  and  say  “Business  is  too  poor,  I  will  have 
to  stay  by  it  ”  That  is  saying  when  business  is 
good  you  can’t  go  and  when  it  is  bad  you  can't 
go.  Let’s  look  after  the  Lord’s  business.  Did 
you  ever  read  in  the  Bible  about  the  man  who 
said,  “While  thy  servant  was  busy  here  and  there, 
the  prisoner  escaped”?  Have  you  read  the  verse 
which  says,  “Seek  first  the  kingdom  of  God  and 
his  righteousness  and  all  other  things  shall  be 
added  to  you”. 

If  you  have  felt  your  interest  in  the  Lord’s 
work  growing  less  you  will  find  a  quickening  in 
this  convention.  If  you  have  found  joy  in  doing 
his  work  you  will  find  royal  fellowship  with  those 
of  kindred  spirits.  If  you  have  never  been  to  a 
convention,  break  away  for  this  once  and  set 
yourself  up  to  a  great  spiritual  treat.  Let’s  all 
go  to  Corinth.  There  will  be  lots  of  good  com¬ 
pany  there. 

SEEING  LONDON 

We  had  two  Englishmen  to  show  us  London 
today  and  naturally  they  took  us  first  to  what 
they  called  the  “Hub  of  the  Universe”,  the  corner 
where  stands  the  Bank  of  England,  Lloyd’s  Ex¬ 
change  and  the  Mayor’s  Residence.  Perhaps  he 
was  disappointed  that  we  were  not  sufficiently 
impressed,  for  some  of  us  had  the  idea  that  the 
financial  hub  was  transferred  during  the  war  from 
London  to  New  York;  and  furthermore  we  had 
some  serious  doubts  about  the  universe  revolving 
on  a  bank.  But  it  is  a  fart  that  for  generations 
this  spot  in  London  was  the  regulator  of  the 
world’s  finances  and  its  voice  is  heard  around  the 
world. 

•  We  passed  through  the  section  where  the  Lon¬ 
don  fire  of  1666  destroyed  so  large  a  part  of 
London  after  the  black  plague  of  the  previous 
year  had  slain  its  thousands.  When  I  was  a  boy 
the  big  boys  would  ask  if  I  wanted  “to  see  Lon¬ 
don”.  If  I  said  yes,  one  of  them  would  put  his 
hands  on  both  sides  of  my  head  and  lift  me  clear 
of  the  ground.  1  saw  it  differently  today.  You 
remember  the  Mother  Goose  rhyme: 

“As  1  was  crossing^ London  Bridge, 

I  met  a  lot  of  people"; 

well,  we  met  the  whole  bunch  today  as  we  went 
over.  And  as  the  Irishman  said,  it  was  funny 
that  all  of  the  folks  we  met  were  going  the  other 
way.  There  is  nothing  specially  remarkable  about 
the  London  Bridge  today  except  that  it  has  been 
there  a  long  time.  It  was  wonderful  for  its  day. 
But  we  crossed  another  bridge  just  beyond  it 
which  is  much  bigger,  having  immense  towers  and 
a  passage  way  above  for  pedestrians,  which  is 
too  much  trouble  to  climb.  Between  the  towers 
are  the  two  leaves  of  great  doors  forming  the 
bridge.  These  are  lifted  up,  that  is  swung  on 
hinges,  so  that  ships  may  pass  under.  We  saw 
it  in  operation.  Right  near  this  last  bridge  is  the 
old  London  Tower.  They  tell  us  it  was  built  by 
the  Norman  William  the  Conqueror  in  1066.  Now 
he  may  have  begun  it  in  1066  but  he  certainly 
didn't  finish  it  then,  nor  in  his  life  time.  The  base 
of  the  walls  is  fifteen  feet  thick.  It  is  sur¬ 
rounded  by  a  moat  or  ditch  lined  with  stone,  wide 
enough  to  take  in  a  fair  sized  boat,  but  it  has 
no  wster  in  it  now.  It  was  built  for  a  fortress, 
for  defense,  and  as  Mark  Twain  said  about  the 
Atlantic  Ocean  when  he  saw  it  for  the  first  time, 
“It  is  a  success”. 
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It  bora  me  a  prison  for ’all  sort*  of  criminals,  J 
particularly  traitors,  and  -‘it  would  laogh  at  acC  ' 
tacks  from  gatiing  guns.’  They  show  you  . the 
Bloody  Tower,  where  children  were  put'fo  death.  / 
The  pi^iishment*  indicted  here  weyW  often  mote  / 
wicked  (than  the  crimes.  They  still  have  the  orig.;/ 
inal  thumbscrews  and  wracks  which  were  used 
to  extort  ctmfeSsio'h*,  thglrf  "third  degree”  method; 
They  a^ow  you  the  prison  etGuy  Faukes,  the  cur. 

'  few  which  ring*  at  sunset,  and  the  place  where 
Sir  Walter  RalcighMiap  jpjprigaayd  They  all  call 
him  Sit  Walter  "Rally".  >The  red  Coated  guards 
here  ai)e  Called  “beef  eaters”,  from  the  traditiiin 
that  thtfr  predecessors  brought  the  OX  head  to 
the  king's  table.

TWENTY-FIVE  YEARS  AGO 


The  opening  up  of  the  box  in  the  corner  etc— 
of  the  old  building  of  the  New  Albany  Baptist 
church  reminds  one  of  the  “Twenty -five  Years 
Ago”  column  in  the  daily  newspaper.  Tbe  old 
building  was  begun  twenty-four  years  ago,  and 
has  been  added  to  twice. 

The  corner-stone  contained  many  documents, 
but  all  of  them  are  in  a  very  poor  state  of 
preservation.  There  are  several  illegible  letters 
and  typewritten  documents,  three  copies  of  Tbe 
New  Albany  Gazette,  a  Commercial  Appeal,  a 
copy  of  The  Baptist  of  May  25,  1899,  a  minute  of 
the  Chickasaw  Baptist  Association,  1898,  a  copy 
of  The  Foreign  Mission  Journal,  July,  1899,  two 
catalogues  of  Mississippi  College,  and  a  list  of 
those  donating  to  the'  erection  of  the  building. 
The  corner-stone  was  laid  July  9,  1899.  Rev.  J. 
D.  Anderson  was  pastor.  Mr.  J.  T.  Baker  was 
chairman  of  the  building  committee  and  superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Sunday  School. 

Among  those  who  had  a  part  00  the  program  of 
the  laying  of  the  corner-stone  the  following  are 
living  still  in  New  Albany  and  are  helping  now 
to  build  a  much  better  church  edifice:  Leroy  R. 
Kennedy,  Judge  Z.  M.  Stephens,  S.  W.  Bevil,  W. 
A.  Bratton  and  J.  T.  Swain. 

The  Baptist,  of  May  25,  1899,  waa  publiabed  at 
Jackson,  Mississippi,  and  was  edited  by  J.  B. 
Searcy,  with  T.  J.  Bailey  as  business  manager. 

The  Chickasaw  Baptist  Association,  for  1898, 
was  held  in  New  Albany,  and  the  annual  reports 
are  interesting  as  compared  with  our  work  today. 
The  New  Albany  Baptist  church  reported  fer  the 
year  five  dismissed  by  letter  and  two  excluded, 
leaving  a  membership  of  151.  The  report  oa  For¬ 
eign  Missions  states  that  the  amount  given  by. 
the  "Southern  Baptist  Convention  for  Foreign 
Missions  last  year  was  $124,249.69,  of  which  Mis¬ 
sissippi  gave  $7,192.41”.  Verily,  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  have  increased  mightily  during  these  years.

There  has  been  a  multiplication  of  conventions 
and  othsp  religious  gatherings  of  late  ydars  until 
the  minds  of  people  are  liable  to  confusiop.  Which 
one  shall  I  attend?  How  many  la  it  wfcll  to  go 
to?  Or  ho*  many  can  I  afford  the  time  and 
money  to  go  to?  These  are  questions  that'  any 
average  man  or  woman  is  bound  to  ask.  What 
shall  our  answer  be? 

This  is  hot  to  disparage  any  of  then!,  but  to 
say  that  for  the  average  Baptist  the  ope  which 
should  take  first  place  among  all  of  thiem  is  our 
State  Baptist  Convention,  which  meets  |his  year 
at  Corinth.  The  association  is  important,  the 
meetings  fur  special  groups,  such  as  wtomen  or 
young  people;  or  special  departments!  of  the 
churches’  work  as  Sunday  Schools  or  B.  [Y.  P-  U. 
These  are  all  interesting  and  helpful,  but  the 
State  Convention  which  meets  November!  13  is  an 
absolute  necessity  to  the  denominational  work. 
The  work  id  the  denomination,  the  organised  work 
of  Missions,  Education  and  Benevolence  cannot 
be  carried  on  without  it.

WHO  SHOULD  GO  TO  THfe 
CONVENTION 


Of  count  those  directly  responsible  to!  the  de¬ 
nomination  for  the  conduct  of  various  institutions 
or  departments  of  work,  should  be  there.  They 
ought  to  gtve  an  account  of  their  stewardship. 
They  ought  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  people  and 
in  sympathy  with  the  denominational  spirit  and 
program.  Wo  man  can  fully  serve  the  denomina¬ 
tion  who  i*  not  in  personal  touch  with  the ;  folks 
who  compofe  it,  and  with  the  relationship  of  his 
department  to  every  other  department. 

The  pastors  ought  to  go  for  there  is  no  easier 
way  for  a  pastor  to  dry  up  on  the  stem  than  to 
avoid  contact  and  fellowship  with  his  brethren. 
The  pastors  who  are  accustomed  to  attend  may 
not  need  this  admonition  for  they  will  not  will¬ 
ingly  miss  any  meeting  of  the  convention.  But 


there  are  other  pastors  who  have  felt  they  could 
not  afford  the  expense,  or  even  from  a  shrinking 
from  getting  away  from  home,  a  sheer  feeling  of 
timidity,  may  lose  the  great  benefits  to  be  had 
in  these  meetings.  Brother,  if  you  are,  for  any 
reason,  not  in  the  habit  of  going,  let  this  urge 
you  to  shake  the  dust  off  your  shoes  and  your 
minds  and  hit  the  trail  for  Corinth.  Many  a  man 
is  dead  and  dried  up  and  doesn't  know  it.  The 
efficiency  and  extent  of  your  ministry  depends  on 
getting  your  mind  and  soul  aerated  occasionally. 
Don’t  get  stagnant. 

But  we  are  in  greater  need  of  large  numbers 
of  our  laymen  and  women  at  the  conventions. 
Sometimes  they  say  they  are  too  busy.  Maybe 
you  won’t  be  so  busy  this  fall.  Now  don’t  turn 
round  and  say  “Business  is  too  poor,  I  will  have 
to  stay  by  it'”  That  is  saying  when  business  is 
good  you  can’t  go  and  when  it  is  bad  you  can’t 
go.  Let's  look  after  the  Lord's  business.  Did 
you  ever  read  in  the  Bible  about  the  man  who 
said,  “While  thy  servant  was  busy  here  and  there, 
the  prisoner  escaped”?  Have  you  read  the  verse 
which  says,  “Seek  first  the  kingdom  of  God  and 
his  righteousness  and  all  other  things  shall  be 
added  to  you”. 

If  you  have  felt  your  interest  in  the  Lord’s 
work  growing  less  you  will  find  a  quickening  in 
this  convention.  If  you  have  found  joy  in  doing 
his  work  you  will  find  royal  fellowship  with  those 
of  kindred  spirits.  If  you  have  never  been  to  a 
convention,  break  away  for  this  once  and  set 
yourself  up  to  a  great  spiritual  treat.  Let’s  all 
go  to  Corinth.  There  will  be  lots  of  good  com¬ 
pany  there.

We  had  two  Englishmen  to  show  us  London 
today  and  naturally  they  took  us  first  to  what 
they  called  the  “Hub  of  the  Universe",  the  corner 
where  stands  the  Bank  of  England,  Lloyd's  Ex¬ 
change  and  the  Mayor's  Residence.  Perhaps  he 
was  disappointed  that  we  were  not  sufficiently 
impressed,  for  some  of  us  had  the  idea  that  the 
financial  hub  was  transferred  during  the  war  from 
London  to  New  York;  and  furthermore  we  had 
some  serious  doubts  about  the  universe  revolving 
on  a  bank.  But  it  is  a  fact  that  for  generations 
this  spot  in  London  was  the  regulator  of  the 
world’s  finances  and  its  voice  is  heard  around  the 
world. 

•  We  passed  through  the  section  where  the  Lon¬ 
don  fire  of  1666  destroyed  so  large  a  part  of 
London  after  the  black  plague  of  the  previous 
year  had  slain  its  thousands.  When  I  was  a  boy 
the  big  boys  would  ask  if  I  wanted  “to  see  Lon¬ 
don".  If  I  said  yes,  one  of  them  would  put  his 
hands  on  both  sides  of  my  head  and  lift  me  clear 
of  the  ground.  I  saw  it  differently  today.  You 
remember  the  Mother  Goose  rhyme: 

“As  I  was  crossing  London  Bridge, 

I  met  a  lot  of  people”; 

well,  we  met  the  whole  bunch  today  as  we  went 
over.  And  as  the  Irishman  said,  it  was  funny 
that  all  of  the  folks  we  met  were  going  the  other 
way.  There  is  nothing  specially  remarkable  about 
the  London  Bridge  today  except  that  it  has  been 
there  a  long  time.  It  was  wonderful  for  its  day. 
But  we  crossed  another  bridge  just  beyond  it 
which  is  much  bigger,  having  immense  towers  and 
a  passage  way  above  for  pedestrians,  which  is 
too  much  trouble  to  climb.  Between  the  towers 
are  the  two  leaves  of  great  doors  forming  the 
bridge.  These  are  lifted  up,  that  is  swung  on 
hinges,  so  that  ships  may  pass  under.  We  saw 
it  in  operation.  Right  near  this  last  bridge  is  the 
old  London  Tower.  They  tell  us  it  was  built  by 
the  Norman  William  the  Conqueror  in  1066.  Now 
he  may  have  begun  it  in  1066  but  he  certainly 
didn't  finish  it  then,  nor  in  his  life  time.  The  base 
of  the  walls  is  fifteen  feet  thick.  It  is  sur¬ 
rounded  by  a  moat  or  ditch  lined  with  stone,  wide 
enough  to  take  in  a  fair  sized  boat,  but  it  has 
no  water  in  it  now.  It  was  built  for  a  fortress, 
for  defense,  and  as  Mark  Twain  said  about  the 
Atlantic  Ocean  when  he  saw  it  for  the  first  time, 
“It  is  a  success”.

It  became,  a  prison  fc|r  all  sorts  of  criminals, 

particularly  traitors,  anil  it  would  laugh  at  at¬ 
tacks]  from  gatling  guns  They  show  you  the 
Bloody  Tower,  where  children  were  put  to  death. 
The  punishments  inflicted  here  were  often  mors 
wicked  than  the  crimes.  They  still  have  the  brig, 
inal  thumbscrews  and  Wracks  which  yen  used 
to  export  confessions,  the|r  “third  degree"  method."

The  red  eoatqd  guards 
here  are  called  “beef  eaters",  from  the  tradition 
that  (heir  predecessors  (brought  the  ox 'head  to 
the  kfng’s  table..  They  I  are  at  present  soldiers 
who  pave  distinguished  themselves  in  war^,1 

Weisaw  the  gun  carriage  on  which  Quten  Vic- 
tons'*  body  was  carriedjat  the  funeral,  also  that 
of  Edward  Seventh.  They  are  very  plaqL  in 
markdd  contrast  with  the  funeral  carriage  of  the 
Duke. of  Wellington,  which  we  saw  elsewhere 
Here  jare  the  sword  andpistol  of  the  late  Lord 
Kitchener,  head  of  the  ^English  army,  also  the 
original  letter  he  wrote  palling  for  the  first  vol¬ 
unteers.  Here  is  the  sward  of  Cardinal  Woolsey, 
the  btbek  and  axe  used  ih  former  executions,  the 
gibbet  in  which  the  exhjiimed  body  of  Cromwell 
was  exhibited  by  the  restored  monarchists,  cap¬ 
tured!  flags,  two  suits  of  armor  worn  by.  Henry 
Eighth,  one  of  them  aftjer  he  got  fat;  the  plbce 
wherej  one  of  his  wives, j  Anne  Boleyn,  was  exe¬ 
cuted.;  Here  is  the  collection  of  crowns  and  jew¬ 
els  (the  largest  in  the  world)  worn  by  the  kings 
and  qpeen.s  at  their  coronation.  Here  is  the  gar¬ 
ter  wih  its  story  of  “Ho|ii  soit  qui  mal  y  pense”, 
evil  tp  him  who  evil  thinks,  as  a  gentleman  said 
when  ihe  picked  up  the  dueen’s  garter  wTich  she 
had  1(|  st.  We  tramped  jhrough  this  gloomy  (Id 
towerifrom  top  to  bottomland  side  to  side.'  If  they 
were  to  turn  me  loose  m  it  by  myself  with  all 
doors  open,  I  doubt  if  I  could  get  out. ;  And  I 
didn’t  hear  them  say  that  anybody  had  ever1  es¬ 
caped  who  was  shut  up  in  it.  j  5, 

Eropi  here  we  went  toj  St.  Paul’s,  which  is  the 
chief  fhurch  of  the  city  Of  London.  It  is  said  to 
be  thd  fourth  building  of  its  kind  on  this  site,  this 
one  hping  opened  in  17101  Lord  Kitchener’s  body 
was  never  recovered  frohi  the  sea,  so  they  have 
here  p  little  memorial  cpapel  for  him.  .Here  is 
Nelsof's  tomb,  also  Welpngton’s  and  his  funeral 
car  n(ade  of  guns  captured  at  Waterloo.  But 
what’s  the  use  of  staying  among  tombs,  Let’s 
get  out  in  the  open.  Remember  these  burial 
placed  are  down  under  tlje  church. 

So  fiere  we  are  out  cjn  “The  Strand",  whet* 
streams  of  people  are  going  up  and  down.  They 
say  tpere  are  750,000  visitors  in  London  daily. 
They  -are  widening  thi^  street  by  moving  all 
housed  back.  There  the  guide  points  to  a  place 
where'  Wm.  Penn  was  imprisoned  for  debt,  That’s 
a  part  of  the  old  gentleman’s  history  which  our 
Amerjcan  books  had  not;  told  me.  And  then  we 
go  to  the  National  Gallery,  to  see  the  Rembrandts, 
Van  2>ycks  and  Rubens,  j  But  speaking  of  Reu¬ 
bens,  We  were  it. 

In  the  afternoon  we  dpove  through  what  they 
called! the  slums,  but  the  evidence  of  poverty  was 
not  at  bad  as  in  some  places  we  had  seen  in 
American  cities.  The  Worst  we  saw  was 
drinking  of  women,  but  We  had  also  seen  this  in  #_ 
one  of  the  principal  streets  in  London:  Some  i. 
brethren  told  us  of  seeing  many  drunken  women 
on  a  recent  Sunday  evening  here  in  London.  (I" 
this  district  we  were  s|iown  the  hiousp  wh^re 
Charles  Dickens  had  lived  when  a  boy,  but  at  that 
time  p  is  said  to  have  betn  in  an  open  field.  The 
street1,  cars  run  in  this  p«(rt  of  the  city,  owned  'by 
the  ci|y  and  run  at  a  lots,  not  being  allowed  to 
run  ii|  the  central  part  Of  the  town,  where  two 
story  busses  make  money  by  carrying  people  for 
four  tents,  “tuppence”,  i  We  passed  the  zoo  but 
didn’t  go  in.  I  had  rather  have  seen  the  animals 
than  all  the  “lords”  in  England.  We  went  out 
to  the  edge  of  the  city  Where  Hampstead  Heath 
is,  a  big  open  space  for  the  populace.  The  poor 
children  were  Bwarming  (there  and  seemed  to  be 
having  a  good  time,  particularly  those  wading  in 
a  big  pond.  We  passed  the  church  where  George 
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Whitfield  preached  a  hundred  years  ago;  j  also 
the  monument  to  Edith  Cgvril,  the  nurse  killed 
by  the  Germans  in  the  late  war.  It  bears  a 
beautiful  statue.  Also  the  kelson  Monument,  on 
Trafalgar  Square,  on '  the  base  of  which  bare¬ 
footed  boys  and  girls  \fere  playing. 

Coming  to  the  government  buildings,  we  passed 
several  and  came  to  the  House  of  Parliament, 
Westminster  Palace.  We  were  shown  the  place 
where  Charles  First  was  executed.  The  Parlia¬ 
ment  building  is  said  to  -be  modem, [but  the  largest 
Gothic  building  in  the  world.  Many  of  you  have 
seen  pictures  of  it  add  no  description  can  be 
given  here.  In  front  of  the  House  of  Lords  is  a 
statue  of  Richard  Firtit,  known  as  the  ‘‘lion- 
hearted’’.  In  front  of  the  House  of  Commons  is 
t  statue  of  Oliver  Cromwell.  We  were  not  per¬ 
mitted  to  go  into  the  Rouse  of  Parliament,  which 
was  in  session.  But  wW  went  through  Westmin¬ 
ster  Cathedral,  which  is  just  across  the  street. 
Just  acroigjrom  this  qlSo  is  a  statue  of  Ahraham 
Lincoln,  and  in  another  part  of  the  city  is  a  statue 
of  George  Washington.!  \ 

But  back  to  Westminster  Cathedral.  This  is 
the  place  where  all  the  kings  and  queens  “are 
crowned,  and  where  royal  weddings  take  place. 
It  was  begun  about  a  thousand  years  ago,  and 
was  500  years  in  building.  Indeed  they  seem  to 
be  doing  something  to  it  all  the  time  and  it  peeds 
it.  It  has  long  been  the  burial  place  of  kings 
snd  great  men.  It  is  uid  to  have:heen  originally 
the  property  of  the  Beitedictine  monks.  We^were 
impressed  with  the  burial  place  here  of  the  Un¬ 
known  Soldier,  which  like  the  one  we  saw  in 
Paris  was  covered  with  flowers  and  surrounded 
with  people.  I  noticed  ^he  tombs  of  Macauley, 
Dickens,  Samuel  Johnson,  Tennyson,  Chaucer, 
Browning,  Edward  First,  Henry  Third,  Mary 
Queen  of  Scots,' etc.,  etc.  Others  are  Queen  Eliza¬ 
beth  and  her  sister  Bloody  Mary,  Gen.  Wolf,  who 
was  killed  on  the  Heights  of  Abraham.  There 
is  no  mots  room  here  and  St.  Paul’s  church  will 
be  used  for  the  great  ones  hereafter.  I  was  glad 
to  get  out  of  this  gloomy  place  in  the  sunlight 
snd  among  the  living.  At  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral 
visitors  are  continually  feeding  the  pet  pigeons 
which  keep  the  place  in  a  fearful  mess.

TWENTY-FIVE  YEARS  AGO 


The  opening  up  of  the  box  in  the  corner-stone 
of  the  old  building  of  the  New  Albany  Baptist 
church  reminds  one  of  the  “Twenty-five  Years 
Ago”  column  in  the  daily  newspaper.  The  old 
building  was  begun  twenty-four  years  ago,  and 
has  been  added  to  twice. 

The  corner-stone  contained  many  documents, 
but  all  of  them  are  in  a  very  poor  state  of 
preservation.  There  are  several  illegible  Utters 
and  typewritten  documents,  three  copies  of  The 
New  Albany  Gazette,  a  Commercial  Appaal,  a 
copy  of  The  Baptist  of  May  25,  1899,  a  minute  of 
the  Chickasaw  Baptist  Association,  1898,  a  copy 
of  The  Foreign  Mission  Journal,  July,  1898,  two 
catalogues  of  Mississippi  College,  and  a  list  of 
those  donating  to  the  erection  of  the  building. 
The  corner-stone  was  laid  July  9,  1899.  Rev.  J. 
D.  Anderson  was  pastor.  Mr.  J.  T.  Baker  was 
chairman  of  the  building  committee  and  superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Sunday  School. 

Among  those  who  had  a  part  on  th#  program  of 
the  laying  of  the  corner-stone  the  following  nr* 
living  still  in  New  Albany  and  are  helping  now 
to  build  a  much  better  church  edifice:  Leroy  R. 
Kennedy,  Judge  Z.  M.  Stephens,  S.  W.  BevU,  W. 
A.  Bratton  and  J.  T.  Swain. 

The  Baptist,  of  May  25,  1899,  was  published  at 
Jackson,  Mississippi,  and  was  edited  by  J.  B. 
Searcy,  with  T.  J.  Bailey  as  business  manager. 

The  Chickasaw  Baptist  Association,  for  1898, 
was  held  in  New  Albany,  and  th*  annual  report* 
are  interesting  as  compared  with  our  work  today. 
The  New  Albany  Baptist  church  reported  for  the 
year  five  dismissed  by  letter  and  two  excluded, 
leaving  a  membership  of  161.  Th*  report  on  -For¬ 
eign  Missions  states  that  the  amount  given  by 
the  “Southern  Baptist  Convention  for  Foreign 
Missions  last  year  was  $124,249.49,  of  which  Mis¬ 
sissippi  gave  17,192.41”.  Verily,  Southoni  Bap¬ 
tists  have  increased  mightily  during  thane  year*.

lines  to  keep  our  people  together,  and  not  to  be¬ 
come  pessimistic  about  evil  tendencies. 

A  third,  danger,  even  on  the  part  of  the  best 
men,  is  conceit  of  wisdom  and  knowledge.  The 
older  I  grow  the  more  modest  ’  become  in  my 
opinions  and  views  as  to  the  solution  of  practical 
difficulties,  I  am  perfectly  clear  in  my  grasp  of 
principles  and  doctrines,  but  in  complicated  prac¬ 
tical  matters  it  takes  a  very  superior  form  of 
wisdom  to  reach  wise  conclusions.  And  if  a  man 
takes  on  too  dogmatic  a  tone,  if  he  is  too  confi¬ 
dent  and  certain  in  asserting  his  own  views  and 
in  denouncing  those  of  others,  even  though  he  be 
earnest  and  sincere,  he  will  find  himself  making 
serious  mistakes.  Some  one  has  said  most  men 
think  too  much  of  their  opinions  and  too  little 
Of  their-abilities.  They  could  do  much  more  than 
they  think  they  can  do,  and  their  opinions  are  of 
far  less  importance  than  they  imagine.  Teach¬ 
ableness  and  docility  are  great  virtues  when  the 
path  of  duty  is  being  sought. 

We  must  work  out  our  Baptist  problems  along 
Baptist  lines,  by  thinking  them  through  and  by 
free  and  Voluntary  co-operation  in  applying  solu¬ 
tions  to  problems  as  they  arise.

Every  one  is  controlled  by  faith  or  by  fear. 
And  thes#  two  are  sworn  foes.  They  can’t  get 
along  together. 

When  faith  comes  in  fear  takes  to  its  quickest 
heels.  When  fear  comes  in  faith  has  already 
gone  out.  The  man  i*  the  doorkeeper.  Neither 
gets  in  till  he  throws  open  the  door. 

Pear:  cramps  the  nerves,  dries  up  the  juices, 
sets  the  imagination  wild,  the  heart  a-r*cing,  and 
the  will  to  wobbling. 

I'm  talking  of  course  about  the  (tear  that's 
afraid.  ’  There  are  three  kinds  of  fearj|  There’s 
the  fear  of  reverence.  It  grows  out  of  love.  It 
is  good.  -  It's  a  tonic  for  nerves  and  spirit. 

Then'  there  is  the  fear  of  caution.  P  It  grows 
out  of .  the  presence  of  danger,  and  pf  wrong. 
These  must  be  guarded  against.  An|  this,  of 
course,  is  only  good.  Its  absence  is  bad,  and  ex¬ 
poses  one  to  danger,  bodily  or  worse,  j  Its  pres¬ 
ence  means  a  wholesome  discipline  that  restrains 
and  steadkm. 

And  then  there  is  the  fear  that's  an-aid.  It's 
afraid  of  something  or  someone.  It  Is  slavish. 
It  is  bad,  bad  clear  through,  only  and  always  bad. 
This  is  the  sort  that  is  most  commonjkr  thought 
< i  f  when  the  word  is  used.  This  is  the  sworn  foe 
of  faith. 

There  are  two  kinds  of  faith.  The  word  is 
■  nimooly  Used  for  a  buoyant  optimism.  There’s 
a  rare  babbling-over  confidence  thatli  sure  of 
itself  and  of  the  outcome. 

It  goet  easily  and  naturally  witttl  youthful 
strength,  that  has  not  yet  had  any  breads.  Some¬ 
times  it  is  planned  for  in  an  artii  cial  way, 
through  stimulants,  by  those  who  have  lad  breaks. 
Then  there  is  a  worse  break  sure  to  come,  some 
day.  .  '4  ■ 

Sometimes  such  faith  is  the  outgrow  :h  of  hard 
study,  and  careful  planning,  and  unflin  hing  self- 
discipline.  And  then  the  results  are  sui  e  to  come. 
The  confidence  has  its  roots  in  deep  a  id  strong. 

This  sort  of  faith  is  recognized  a  i  a  great 
asset,)  especially  in  commercial  circles  It  rides 
almost  rough-shod  over  difficulties.  The  man 
that  never  knows  when  he  is  whippe  I  never  is 
whipped.  He's  unwhippable. 

And  at  its  roots  it  is  always  faith  in  some  one. 
It  may  be  in  one's  self,  a  good  self-coi  fidence,  or 
in  others.  Back  of  the  bank  is  the  ma  i  or  group 
in  control,  back  of  the  scheme  being  pushed  is 
the- brainy  experienced  thinker,  and  tie  backing 
capitalist. 

This  faith  is  a  mental  faith.  It  is  quite  dis-

tinct  from  what  is  called  properly  Christian  Fnith, 
though  it  may  grow  out  of  this  under  certain  cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Sharper  thinking  leads  to  stronger  action.  It 
helps  much  to  recognize  that  the  thing  called 
Christian  faith  is  distinctively,  at  first  flush, 
faith  in  a  Person.  It  always  begins  there.  Think¬ 
ing  about  that  certain  Person  grows  in  you  the 
thing  called  faith.  You  don't  think  about  the 
faith  but  about  this  Person.  And  your  thought 
and  attitude  toward  him — that  is  the  thing  called 
faith.  _  ,  r 

That  Person  is  the  one  in  whom  the  whole 
Christian  scheme  of  thinking  and  acting  centers. 
He’s  the  Man  about  whose  birth  the  calendars  of 
the  world  revolve  today.- 

He’s  our  fellow  man,  the  solitary  God-Man,  who 
died  in  the  distinctive  way,  and  lived  again,  and 
still  lives.  He  is  the  throbbing  heart  of  our  com¬ 
mon  Christian  faith. 

And  there's  one  thing  more  here:  Christian 
faith  means  believing  this  Man  for  some  par¬ 
ticular  thing.  That's  the  very  essence.  You  be¬ 
lieve  him  for  settling  the  old  sin  score,  for  per¬ 
sonal  power  against  the  thing  that’s  wrong,  for 
your  bent-knee  request.  You  accept  at  face  value 
what  he  says  in  the  old  Book. 

And  the  striking  thing  to  mark  keenly  is  this, 
that  the  faith  that  is  a  mental  trait  or  character¬ 
istic  grows,  and  grows  strongest,  out  of  that  faith 
in  this  Person. 

You  yield  your  life  and  your  plans  to  his  guid¬ 
ance.  You  go  as  you  understand  he  would  have 
you.  And  there  is  now  the  strongest  kind  of  a 
bubbling-over  buoyancy  in  the  outcome.  For  he 
is  back  of  you  and  your  plan.  And  he  is  un¬ 
failing. 

He — this  Man — becomes  the  center.  Faith  isn’t

NoW  this  is  what  I  am  about  to  say:  we  do 
not  need  more  vrganixations,  new  campaigns, 
booster-rallies,  new"  secretaries,  special  commit¬ 
tees,  and  such  like.  What  we  need  it  more  per¬ 
sonal  consecration,  more  giving  of  ourselves  to 
the  Lord,  and  that  too  without  money  and  with¬ 
out  prioe,  otherwise  we  may  be  getting  danger¬ 
ously  naar  the  hireling  spirit  that  was  so  sev<;rly 
condemned  in  the  parable  found  in  Matt.  2O-1‘-10, 
f  hnd  known  as;  "The  Laborers  In  The  Vineyard.” 

:  The  giving  0/  ourselves  first  to  the  work  of  the 

' //LbtA,  or  personal  consecration  must  precede  the 
giving  of  our  money.  W«  must  get  the  giver 
first  or  the  plant  will  die  for  the  want  of  soil  in 
which  to  grow.  It  is  possttile  to  grow  a  butter- 
weed  ip  a  few  weeks,  but  it  takes  years  to  grow 
the  oak,  however,  the  oak  will  stand  the  test  of 
Time.  iSo  putting  first  things  first  is  getting  the 
giver  first,  and  the  giver  and  his  gift  will  stand 
tha  test  of  time,  however,  when  we  put  on  a  boost¬ 
er  committee,  or  booster  campaign,  and  get .  a 
highpressure  contribution,  1  feel  that  we  are  los¬ 
ing  ground  every  time  we  do  it  and  right  now  we 
are  blooding  at  every  denominational  pore  from 
tha  practice  of  thia  method  and  are  shamefully  in 
debt  both,  in  the  home  and  foreign  field. 

My  brethren,  we  are  putting  the  emphasis  in 
the  wrong  place.  Hitherto  we  have  been  empha¬ 


sising  the  gift  and  have  let  the  giver  slip  through 
our  fingers.  I  believe  in  organisation  and  methods; 
however,  a  piece  of  machinery  may  be  ao  Intri¬ 
cate  that  it  is  not  practical  or  uaable  except  by 
experts.  To  ray  way  of  thinking  we  have  about 
reached  that  point  now  and  many  of  our  churches 
have  tried  and  jecauae  they  cannot  do  what  the 
many  organizations  have  aaked,  they  have  become 
discouraged  and  will  not  make  further  effort 
Now  my  brethren  let  me  make  thia  supposition; 
suppose  instead  of  having  a  mouth  for  informa¬ 
tion,  and  a  mouth  for  organisation,  and  then  a 
mouth  for  cash  campaign  or  booster  contribution. 
Suppose  on  the  other  hand  our  leaders  who  have 
the  right  to  put  on  these  campaigns,  had  mads  a 
call  to  all  the  churches  for  a  three  months  cam¬ 
paign  of  prayer,  personal  consecration  of  the 
giving  first,  ourselves  more  fully  to  the  Lord  and 
at  the  close  of  the  third  month  for  each  member 
to  bring  the  tithei  in  to  storehouse  of  the  Lord. 

If  this  had  been  done  1  believe  we  would  have 
money  at  the  close  to  meet  all  of  our  obligations 
and  our  churches  would  hare  been  In  fine  shape 
for  the  enevitable  tithing  campaign  that  w»  must 
put  on  in  the  near  future. 

Now  this  word:  if  the  busy  paatore  of  Mias., 
were  to  undertake  to  execute  all  the  plaas  that 
are  sent  out,  and  to  observe  the  special  days, 
weeks,  months  that  we  are  asked  to  do,  ws  would 
not  have  time  to  preach  the  gospel  to  the  lost 
and  this  I  conceive  to  be  the  foundation  ad  tha 
great  commission. 

I  am  not  sore  nor  sour,  but  I  am  deeply  con¬ 
vinced  that  we  are  placing  the  emphasis  on  tha 
wrong  thing,  we  must  turn  our  attention  to  the 
giver  more  than  to  the  gift,  and  plead  for  a 
deeper  consecration  of  the  individual  member 

Now  in  dosing  this  article  let  me  ask  turn  quae-  , 
tions;  first  what  ia  consecration;  and  second  what  | 
will  it  do  for  us  ? 

Consecration  ia  that  act  of  taking  any  person 
or  thing  from  the  common  use  of  life  and  putting 
them  to  a  sacred  use.  Ex.  When  a 'tinner  is 
converted  and  turns  to  the  Lord  and  changes  his 
ways  from  those  of  the  world  to  the  waya  of  the 
Lofrd  he  may  be  said  to  be  taken  out  of  the  eons 
mon  or  sinful  ways  and  put  Into  the  sacred  ways 
of  the  Lord. 

Now  what  will  consecration  do  for  us?  First, 
it  will  take  care  of  the  moral  character  of  tha 
individual  and  also  of  the  whole  membership; 
Second  it  will  Uke  care  of  the  public  service  of 
the  church  for  the  consecrated  member  will  not 
have  to  have  a  special  committee  to  look  after 
him  or  her,  but  srill  be  In  place  on  the  Lorii's  day.

Hear  the  Master  say  to 
Jairus  and  his  wife  regarding  their  twejve  year 
old  daughter  who  was  sick,  “Give  her  something 
to  eat”.  Let  us  feed  the  minds  of  our  yoigig  peo¬ 
ple  on  missionary  literature  and  help  theipi  catch 
the  spirit  of  service.

Relatives  in  the  city  have  just  received  a  letter 
from  Our  own  Dr.  and  Mr$.  J.  H.  Rowe  (Carrie 
Hooke*  Chiles)  advising  th*m  that  they  and  their 
son,  4  H.  Jr,  had  arrived,  at  Yokohama  in  due 
time  ^nd  being  especially  Inxious  to  reach  their 
statioi)  at  Kokura  had  not  lingered  either  at  Yo¬ 
kohama  or  Tokirt,  but  proceeded  immediately  to 
their  field,  thus  miraculously  escaping  the  horrors 
of  the'  recent  earthquake  ahd  fire,  as  they  would 
have  been  in  the  midst  of  all  that  horror  had 
their  Original  plans  been  clrried  out.  The  Mas¬ 
ter  witrks  in  many  ways,  h[s  wonders  to  perform. 

Kokbra  is  outside  the  horror  zone,  bat  Brother 
Rowe  is  working  in  the  ijtricken  area  and  has 
promised  to  give  more  details  as  soon  as  he  can 
spare  the  time  to  again  write,  his  message  being 
only  a  note  to  advise  of  their  safety.  He  did,  how¬ 
ever,  Ijake  time  to  say  that  ill  of  our  Missionaries 
(Southern  Baptist)  were  sale,  that  only  two  were* 
in  the  disaster  zone  and  botjh  have  reached  safety, 
though  losing  their  goods,®  were  thankful  to  be 
spare^  with  their  lives  arfi  that  of  their  loved 
ones.  !  They  report  that  trough  they  underwent 
great  hardships  that  all  wag  well,  suffering  being 
confined  to  sore  and  hruishd  body,  feet  particu¬ 
larly,  ks  they  were  walking!  about  two  days  with¬ 
out  shoes.

The  immediate  need  is  far  ^mater 
than  our  people  imagine.  Ths  South 
has  hundreds  and  hundreds  «of  pati¬ 
ent  Baptist  preachers,  very  poor, 
whose  minds  are  always  troubled, 
and  who  know  no  such  thing  as  free¬ 
dom  from  care  and  anxiety'  about  the 
future;  old  couples  drawing  near  the 
evening  of  life,  with  barely  enough 
to  provide  the  commonest  necessities 
of  life,  and  without  any  of  its  lux¬ 
uries. 

Once  upon  a  time,  John  A.  Broa- 
dus,  in  speaking  before  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  on  the  subject 
of  Foreign  Missions,  said,  "It  is 
glorious  that  for  this  transcendant 
cause  we  have  done  so  much;  it  is 
shame  that  we  have  done  so  little.”  a* 

The  words  of  this  immortal  Baptist 
leader  may  justly  be  applied  to  the 
situation  concerning  our  old  worn- 
out  ministers.  It  is  glorous  that  we 
have  inaugurated  this  so  greatly 
needed  work,  and  while  the  fact  that 
we  have  paid  out  to  those  old  men 
and  women,  in  the  past  four  years 
of  the  campaign,  more  money  for 
relief  than  Southern  Baptists  have 
paid  for  any  such  purpose  in  all  their 
history,  we  have  just  begun  to  touch 
the  fringes  of  the  great  and  imme¬ 
diate  needs  of  our  army  of  preachers, 
including  the  young  as  well  as  the 
old,  and  the  widows  and  orphans  of 
both  classes. 

One  of  the  outstanding  achieve¬ 
ments  of  this  Board  is  the  way  in 
which  it  has  gone,  through  its  An¬ 
nuity  Fund,  to  the  relief  and  com¬ 
fort  of  the  widows  of  some  of  our 
young  men,  who  permaturely  fell  in 
their  ministry,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
men  themselves,  who,  in  the  appar¬ 
ent  prime  of  life,  have,  for  one  rea¬ 
son  or  another,  become  totally  and 
permanently  disabled. 

APATHY 

The  apathy  of  our  denomination 
concerning  this  cause  is  sad  beyound 
all  words  to  express.

The  Baptist  who  honors, 
reveres,  loves,  succors  and  sustains 
God’s  ministers  is  to  receive  a  bless¬ 
ing  in  his  life  after  the  similitude  of 
the  blessing  that  came  to  the  widow  in 
of  Sarepta,  whose  barrel  of  meal  and 
cruse  of  oil  never  failed,  or  of  the 
house  of  Obed-Edom,  where  the  ark 
of  God  lingered  in  countless  benedic¬

Good  For  Business  Men 

When  liquor  was  driven  from  the 
club  and  outlawed  from  good  society, 
it  removed  temptation  from  many 
business  and  professional  men  and 
good  citizens  who  drank  from  the 
urgency  of  good  fellowship  rather 
than  from  the  demand  of  a  fixed 
habit  It  is  my  Arm  conviction  that 
we  have  a  more  sober,  clear-minded 
and  consequently  more  efficient  class 
of  big  business  men  and  so-called 
better  citizens  today  .than  we  had 
at  any  time  in  the  pre-prohibition 
days.  Indeed,  I  am  firmly  of  the 
opinion  that  the  economic  needs  of 
prohibition  were  long  felt  by  the  big 
business  men  of  the  country  before 
prohibition  became  a  law,  and  it  was 
this  class  of  people  who  constituted 
a  very  formidable  power  in  bringing 
about  the  prohibition  act. — Major 
Roy  Haynes,  federal  prohibition  com¬ 
missioner. 


The  Lord  wonderfully  blessed  our 
labors  this  summer.  I  was  in  meet¬ 
ings  for  eleven  weeks  and  did  the 
preaching  in  eight  of  them.

England  is  begging  us  to 
be  lenient  with  her,  claiming  that 
she  is  not  able  to  pay  the  interest 
on  the  debt  she  owes  us,  while  she 
is  guzzling  down  liquid  fire,  costing 
her  people  more  than  money  enough 
to  pay  the  interest  on  what  she  owes 
us,  some  two  billion  dollars  annually.

Drinking  at  Sea  is  Gone 
Drinking  among  passengers  at  sea 
has  been  steadily  getting  less  and 
less  for  the  past  twenty  years.  This 
is  the  statement  of  T.  B.  Smith,  who 
is  chief  steward  of  the  White  Star 
Line  Adriatic,  and  he  has  been  35 
years  in  the  North  Atlantic  service. 
Mr.  Smith  believes  the  declnie  in 
drinking  is  due  to  the  prohibition 
movement  and  not  due  to  the  fact 
that  liquor  costs  have  gone  up.  He 
insists  that  efficiency  in  business 
such  as  telephones,  wireless,  taxi 
cabs,  radio,  electrical  devices  and 
the  general  demand  for  more  speed 
has  destroyed  the  old  idea'  of  doing 
business  in  the  morning  and  devot¬ 
ing  the  rest  of  the  day  and  night  to 
drinking.
